French Bluejackets Suffer in At- 
tack by Moors at Casa 
Blanca 



EXTENSIVE DAMAGE BY SHELLS 



Reported Bombardment of Mazagan 
and Killing of Jews by Tribesmen 
— Fears at Tangier 



Tangier, Aug. G. — The French war- 
ships yesterday landed two thousand 
men at Casablanca, where street fight- 
ing apparently continues, judging from 
the desultory firing heard day and 
night by those on board tho ship" 
anchored off the town. Tho Jewish 
quarter of Casablanca has been sacked. 
Persona were massacred In the streets. 
Tho city Is said to be full of dead 
Moors, and the Moorish, quarter Is In 
ruin, having been set on fire by the 
shells from tho big guns. All sorts 
of stores are closed and much hunger 
and distress pro valla among the peo- 
ple. Tho foreign consuls have ordered 
the stores to be reopened and havo 
established a special tariff for food- 
stuffs designed to mitigate tho suffer- 
ings of the poor. 

Tho Europeans are all safe, either 
on board ships or at the consulates 
guarded by bluejackets. The war- 
ships continue to drop an occasional 
shell into groups of Kabyles on the 
beach In order to prevent them from 
approaohing the town. 

Advices from Rabat say that tho 
Kabyles havo given the governor a 
fortnight to withdraw the French con 
trol of customs, otherwise they say 
they will attack tho town. 

Tho activity among' tho Anjerras 
tribesmen near Tangier Is creating 
-some apprehension that a surprlso at- 
tack may be made on tho city.. 

French sailors aro guarding the 
British consulate at Casablanca, 
where tho consular agents of Ger- 
many, Austria.- Hungary, tho United 
States and Sweden havo sought re- 
fuge. Tho Italian and Portuguese 
consuls are at the French consulate, 
A minaret, from which a heavy sus- 
tained tire was directed against tho 
French consulate, was demolished by 
the guns of the French ships at the 
request of the Moroccan authorities. 

The European shops were pillaged, 
but no Europeans were killed. The 
Slate Bank Agency at Casablanca 
has been robbed of nhout $15,000, but 
no details of the robbery have been 
made public. 

Consulate Attacked. 

The French consulate was attacked 
by Moors during the night of August 
5th. One bluejacket of the guard was 
killed and three badly wounded. The 
custom house at Casablanca was 
looted by natives on Tuesday, and 
many other building; were set on lire 
or destroyed. 

A French gunboat, the Casinl, which 
was detached from the northern 
squadron now proceeding to Casa- 
blanca, was communicated with by 
wireless and arrived here today. She 
will await the orders of the French 
charge d'affaires, pending the arrival 
of the armored cruiser Jeanne d'Arc, 
as the French officials here consider 
that it is not safe to be without a 
warship at their disposal. The Span- 
ish torpedo boat destroyer has arriv- 
ed at this port. 

The marabout Sidi Maleuf, one of 
the principal Moors of Casablanca, 
has requested to be allowed to go on 
board a warship. 

A sailor of the X)u Chayla was kill- 
ed and four others wore wounded, 
three of them sustaining serious in- 
juries, dining the recent lighting. The 
Du Chayla sailed hurriedly at o'clock 
last night for Mazagan, where tho 
population has risen against the Calcl- 
Fighting at Mazagan. 

London, Aug. 8. — A special despatch 
from Tangier says that the greater 
part of Mazagan was destroyed by the 
bombardment, but that the consulates 
were not injured. It is reported that 
during the shelling of Mazagan the 
Moors attacked the Jewish quarters 
of tho town and killed many persons. 
Situation Alarming 

Paris, Aug. S. — Special dispatches re- 
ceived here from Tangier represent the 
situation as being more alarming on 
the coast and in the interior. Caldsle, 
the administrator of customs at Ra- 
bat, is said to be openly advising- a 
holy war among (lie Mussulmans, as 
the result of which the French con- 
sul has distributed arms to the Euro- 
peans. In addition a fanatical priest 
named Maelanln, at the head of a horde 
of followers, is traveling through tho 
littoral Inflaming the populace with 
anti-foreign sentiments Reports from 
Fez say that the advisers of the Sultan 
aro terrified, and have not yet In- 
formed him of the gravity of the sit- 
uation. Up to three this nfternoon 
the foreign office had no Information 
of the reported bombardment of Ma- 
zagan. 

San Sebastian, Spain, Aug. S. — Spain 
has communlcatotd a note to the pow- 
ers regarding the Moroccan situation 
Which is practically Identical with tho 
French note. Tt calls especial atten- 
tion to the fact that Spain is act- 
ing in complete accord with France. 
The minister of foreign affairs, Count 
dr; Allendc Salazar, has made public 
a statement in which lie declares there 
Is to be no occupation of Morocco, and 
that the landing of troops there Is for 
the purpose of establishing; the Inter- 
national police 



Denver, Aug. 8. — Vice-President A. 
D. Parker, of tho Colorado and South- 
ern railway, says tho company put to 
work twenty-live more men, and that 
In a few days tho road will bo in nor- 
mal condition. Grand Master P. S. 
Morrissey. of the railway trainmen, 
says tho condition is unchanged. He 
maintains that the strikers are mak- 
ing heavy inroads on the ranks 
of the strike-breakers and that 
most of the imported men leave tho 
service of tho company as soon as 
they learn of tho strike. Tills the 
company denies. 

Today's developments showed a 
shortage of domestic coal in Denver. 
Tho coal mines in the Lafayette dis- 
trict aro about to close down, and 
twelve metalliferous mines in Gilpin 
stopped work today. To prevent the 
closing of more coal mines in the dis- 
trict, tho company lias sent a number 
of strike-breakers, who are expected 
to go to work tomorrow. 

Washington, Aug. 8.— Tho national 
government has failed as peace-mak- 
er In the strike of the switchmen of 
tho Colorado and Southern railway, 
and Labor Commissiooer Chas. Nclll 
tonight announced that all hope had 
been abandoned of bringing about a 
satisfactory adjustment. 
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New York's Crime Epidemic 

New York, Aug. 8.— Three men wore 
convicted, two pleaded guilty and one 
was discharged in the court of special 
sessions today in cases of violent at- 
tacks upon women and children In the 
few days. Philip Y'oung, a negro, 
pleaded" guilty and was sentenced to 
penitentiary for a year. Mike Gar- 
gone, 25 years old, a shoemaker, was 
sentenced' to three months in tho peni- 
tentiary. Harry Williams, aged 53 
years, pleaded guilty. He and two 
others will be sentenced later. The 
prompt disposition of assault cases is 
believed to be having Hie effect of re- 
stricting other criminally Inclined.

has yet been recaptured. 

Miner and twenty other prisoners 
were working; in the brickyard in 
charge of a guard and an instructor. 
Tho Instructor, George Doyle, was busy 
among ttho tlorj of bricks, and could 
not keep his eyes on all the prisoners, 
and tho guard's view of tho corner 
of the fenea where the escape was 
made was obstructed by the stack of 
the boiler house.

They are all In prison 
clothes, and unless outside friends help 
them are without food, money or 
weapons other than a small hatchet 
which Miner is supposed to have tak- 
en witli hint. 

The men who escaped with Miner 
aro George McCluskoy, sentenced to 
seven years for stealing In Vancou- 
ver; J. Clark, sentenced to seven years 
for passing- bcg'is cheeks in Nnnnimo, 
and a man named Woods, sent down 
from Victoria for three years for 
stealing. 

Miner had been In close confine- 
ment till tho past ten days, when 
Warden Burke allowed him to work

Ottawa, Aug. S.— Hugh A. Allan, 
president of the Montreal Shipping 
Federation, and John D. Oppe, man- 
ager of the Marconi svstem in Canada, 
had it out with Hon. Wm.

Mr. Oppe claims 
that Mr. Templeman has violated tho 
contract between the government and 
tho Marconi Company, and tho courts 
may have to determine the question of 
damages, if any.

Republics Propose to Hold n Conven- 
tion at Washington 

Washington, Aug. S.— Most of the 
representatives of the Central Ameri- 
can republics who remain In Washing- 
ton and vicinity, called on Acting Sec- 
retary of Stall- Bacon today, this be- 
llng diplomatic day. to talk Individually 
j with him about the project for a gen- 
eral convention of delegates from their 
countries in Washington to endeavor 
I to reach an agreement likely to result 
I in permanent peace in that part of the 
I world. 

i Formal notice lias been received 
from the provisional government of 
I Honduras that Sent. 15 next, the annl- 
I versary of tho Independence of Cen- 
tral America, has been selected as the 
elate upon which Honduras will return 
to a constitutional form of govern- 
ment, adopting the provisions of the 
constitution of 1894. An election will 
take place in October following of a 
permanent president, and it Is under- 
stood that the leading candidates are' 
General Davlella, president of the pro- 
visional government, and DJonslo Gut- 
I terlez, formerly a member of the cab- 
inet, and long prominent in the politi- 
cal affairs of Honduras. The decision 
to return to a permanent form of gov- 
ernment Is the result of the refusal 
of the state department to recognize 
the present provisional government of 
Honduras upon application several 
ago of Senor Hgarte, who was In 
Washington for that purpose. The 
department's reason for non-recogni- 
tion of the provisional government of 
this kind Is that it would tend greatly 
to .stimulate efforts at revolution ill 
Central America.

Bill Quantreli, leader of Quantrell's 
guerillas in the American civil war. 
IStil-t;, who, according to history, died 
of wounds at a Kentucky hospital 
after his raiders were cut up, is alive 
at Quatslno, oh the northwest coast 
of Vancouver Island, under the name 
of John Sharp. That is the statement 
made by people who should be in a 
position to know. Among them Is J. 
E. Duffy, a prominent limber man, 
who recently became Interested _in 
timber limits at Quatslno, met the so- 
called 'John Sharp recently ami re- 
cognised him at once as Qu{tntrell. 
Duffy was a member of the Michigan 
troop of cavalry which cut up Quan- 
trell's force and had no difficulty in 
recognising his man. 

.Sharp, or more properly Quantreli. 
admitted to Duffy that he was cor- 
rect in his recognition. Quantreli, 
wlio is over 70 years old. Is now gray 
but Is still active and wiry. 

Sharp, the name by which he 
chooses to be known, said he had been 
left on the Held at Louisville With 
life apparently extinct, Inn had re- 
covered sufficiently to take a horse 
and had ridden seventy miles and dis- 
appeared, He made his way to South 
America, remaining a number of years 
in Chili, whence he went to Texas, 
where he engaged In the cattle busi- 
ness, making considerable money 
which he, however, sunn went through. 
Then he wont to Oregon, where lie 
punched cows anil drove cattle over 
the mountains. From Oregon became 
to British Columbia nearly two de- 
cades ago and engaged in logging at 
different camps of the northeast const 
of Vancouver Island until ten years 
ago when lie became a trapper on the 
northern coast. Six or seven years 
ago he went to Quatslno, 'where he 
was made caretaker or the mines of 
the West Vancouver Coal Company 
at Coal Harbor. 

At Quatslno he was only old John 
Sharp, a gray-headed, gray-bearded, 
wiry old man who had obviously been 
a large, strong man in his younger 
days. He lived I:; the cabin with the 
powers about it. nt Coal Harbor, and 
always had a drink for the wearied 
traveller about to start over the trail 
to Hardy bay or dragging in, over the 
ele'ven-mlle path. ..... '■ . , 

This summer J. E. Duffy ; eam.! to 
'.Juatslno Sound ami when he' landed 
from the steamer Tees he .met John 
Sharp on the beach at Coal Harbor. 

Duffy looked the old man over, and 
I then he said: "Is that you, Quan- 
i well, you— old rascal'.'" 

"Come Into the house," said Sharp, 
and for some i hours "the two men talk- 
ed, Sharp stating he was in reality 
Quantreli, and lie talked at length of 
the raids hi Kansas and elsewhere, 
and eagerly listened to Duffy's tales 
from the point of view of the cavaln 
man of the Union army. He was most 
keenly Interested in the story of tin 
cutting up o'f his band and when the 
narrator told of how forty had been 
killed, tears rolled down the old man's 
checks. 

K, hi. Montgomery, who is engaged 
in business at Quatslno, and who 
knew Sharp, or Quantreli, at Fort 
Worth, Tex., and II. O. Bergh, post- 
master at Quatslno, are two others 
to whom Sharp stated his identity us 
Quantreli. "I might as well admit 
it." lie told both, "it seems that I 
cannot hide the fact." 

The story the old man at Quatslno 
told in Hi,., informant of the Colonist 
was that when his band had been cut 
up he had been bayonettod in the 
chest, and had a bullet wound through 
hits shoulder. History says that Biil 
Quantreli, the guerilla, died of two 
such wounds. Those who talked with 
John Sharp, who says he Is Quantreli, 
say that he lias sears of two such 
wounds. 

Tlio old man who tells of his share 
in the making of the history of f.mr 
decades ami more ago said that lie 
had been left on the Held when tin' 
disaster to his force took place. The 
surgeon who ionised him over diag- 
nosed that he could not live m, n-e than 
a couple of hours and lie had been 
left so that others with more chance 
of recovery could be attended to by 
tlie overworked surgeons. While they 
tended the others he got up, despite 
his wounds, and disappeared. That 
night, he says, he rode seventy miles, 
badly wounded though he was. Pre- 
vious to being recognized by Duffy, 
Sharp had talked of having made a 
long ride while badly wounded. 

Ho took Ulght to South America, 
fearing that summary punishment 
might be meted out to him because 
of his guerilla work on behalf of the 
confederacy, there being some raids 
which Involved much bloodshed, no- 
tably an attack on Lawrence, Kan- 
sas, for which he had to answer. There 
were also ambuscades, and other 
things. Ho says lie walled in South 
America until he considered the after- 
math of tlio war had blown over and 
then, under an assumed name, lie 
came again to tlio linked States, 
where he engaged witli success In 
cattle raising in Texas. He made 
much money, lost much, and without 
means, made his way to Oregon where 
ho was employed on a ranch as a cat- 
tle driver. Ho afterwards drove cat- 
tlo from Oregon over the ranges for 
some time, and then decided to come 
north to the lumber woods. He went 
arst to a camp on the northeast coast 
of Vancouver Island, working for 
years In the woods at that and other 
places, and then decided to make his 
living by trapping. He made camps 
at various places on the northern 
coast, and six or seven years ago, one 
evening saw him with his pack on 
his hack at the end of the trail from 
Hardy Bay lo Quatslmo. There he 
found employment and has since re- 
mained, known only as John Sharp, 
until Duffy came and recognized him 
as the notorious Hill Quantreli. 

A [I recent arrival from Quatslno, 
Who met Sharp since he admitted Hint 
he was no other than Quantreli, said: 
"I was passing Coal Harbor when old 
ShdriJ came from his place. He was 
a little full—he seldom would talk 
much of this when lie was not— and 

he Bald to moan ' : M,r, — 1 , you don't 

know me, You think I'm John Sharp. 



Hero you see' tlio terrible Bill Quan- 
treli you read about We wore not as 
terrible) as they made out, though. 
We didn't commit all those things 
they said wo' did. Of course wo killed 
numbers, it was war, and people set 
killed In war, I 'might as well tell 
you about 'It., Everybody seems to 
know, anyhow!' - 

"I did not' pay much attention. 1 
thought the old man Was In his cups, 
but I remembered he had often started 
to talk of raids In Kansas, of the civil 
war and his share in It, and when I 
heard about how Duffy and Montgom- 
ery had recognized him as Quantreli 
I became convinced that ho was. I 
have been told, though, by some peo- 
ple since I came down that Quantreli 
as a young man was a man with mild 
features almost effeminate. If so, 
Sharp Is different. He's an old nam 
now, but you can soo by his broad 
shoulders and figure that lie was a 
strong and powerful man in his young- 
er days. He's considerably over sev- 
enty, but ho has no touch of baldness; 
his hair being strong and wiry. | 

"He came across the trail to Quat- 
slno from- Hardy bay. There was a 
family named Lind who kept the place 
for the West Vancouver Coal company 
at Coal harbor but they moved about 
the. time Sharp came, and lie got the 
job of looking after the coal party. 

"After lie told me that he was 
Quantreli I., had a number of talks 
with him, and ho told of many inci- 
dents of the raiding in the southern 
states, although I do not remember all 
the details. He told me of how on 
one occasion lie and 67 horsemen had 
ambushed a whole troop of northern 
cavalry from hiding places by a road- 
side and decimated and scattering It. 
The cavalry was Sc«ti from a distance 
coming down a long lane, and Quan- 
treli and ids mot;- hid on either side 
of the road covered by a stone wall. 
The cavalrymen, riding lelsurelv, 
without thought that foe was near, 
were in close formation, almost solid, 
ami were shot down from all sides, be- 
ing completely taken by surprise. 

"In tolling the story. Sharp or Quan- 
treli, said he rode out into the road, 
disguised in the uniform of a Northern | 
cavalryman and made straight toward, 
the colonel of the troop, He fired al | 
most point blank at the officer, but 
missed him. He had often wondered 
how he came to miss the Northerner, 
for lie was usually a good shot. 

"Another story was of the raid on 
Lawrence, Kansas, where a large num- 
ber of the people were killed. Sharp 
or Quantreli, was always strong In 
pointing out, when he told this story, 
thnt although they killed many, not a 
woman or child was injured, and lie 
was indignant regarding some histories 
accounts In respect to this raid. 

" 'I'm Bill Quantreli, all right', he told 
several residents of Quatslno, 'and 
since I've been recognized, I might as 
well admit it. I was supposed to 
have died in a hospital at Louisville, 
I see by the histories, but I didn't 
die.' "

PROVINCIAL DEVELOPMENT 

j Perhaps the easiest thing In public 
matters to talk about is the develop- 
ment of the province. We all can 
find something to say on that subject. 
;Wo can all toll In a general way what 
ought to be done; we can all criticize 
the powers that bo for their failure 
to do what ought to be done. But 
when wc sit down and try to mature 
some plan along which either the Do- 
minion or the Provincial government 
ought to proceed, we find ourselves 
confronted with difficulties which 
overtax our best Ingenuity. This does 
not relieve those, who have been en- 
trusted with power, from the necessity 
of action, but It ought to lead us all 
to avoid being over hasty in our cri- 
ticisms. Ono consideration hampers a 
newspaper In discussing questions 
bearing upon tills subject, and it is 
that it may be accused of having po- 
litical motives in what it may say. 
If a Conservative paper recommends 
anything, It Is likely to be charged 
with seeking to reflect upon the gov- 
ernment at Ottawa or be thought to 
be forecasting the policy of the pro- 
vincial administration. If a Liberal 
paper makes any suggestions the case 
is simply turned around. The Col- 
onist would be glad if its readers 
would believe that >'-hat things it has 
hitherto recommended or hereafter 
may recommend in this regard are tj 
be taken solely as Its own sugges- 
tions, which ought to stand or fall on 
their merits. If either government 
can see its way clear to giving effect 
to them, we shall be gratified-, if the 
only influence they have is to stimu- 
late interest In provincial develop- 
ment, we shall feel amply repaid. 
| We think that the people of British 
Columbia expect tj see a policy of 
progressive development adopted, and 
that they will be greatly disappointed 
if nothing of the kind matures. In 
this work the Colonist thinks , both 
governments ought to co-operate. 
Whether this co-operation ought to 
take the shape of joint action in cer- 
tain directions may be an open ques- 
tion. We think It is, although there 
are some objects in connection with 
which they might act together. This 
seems to us to be especially true in 
regard to railway construction, and 
this is also an aspect of provincial 
development concerning which some 
understanding might be advantage- 
ously reached with tho government of 
Alberta. The future of a very large 
part of the province just mentioned 
is inseparably bound up with that of 
British Columbia. Recently the .Min- 
ister of Agriculture for Saskatchewan 
told us that the interests of his pro - 
wince were deeply interwoven with ours, 
and if this is true of Saskatchewan, it 
must be still more applicable to Alber- 
ta, which Is our ad joining neighbor. The 
provinces of British Columbia and Al- 
berta and the Dominion as a whole 
are deeply concerned in the construc- 
tion of railways from the Interior to 
the Paclllc Coast. We concede tin- im- 
portance of the part which the Grand 
Trunk Pacific will play in interpro- 
vlnclal business, and in drawing a 
Share of the traffic of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan to the Pacific Coast. 
Wo may also mention, to show that 
we have not forgotten it, that this 
great railway is being constructed 
without direct provincial aid. But the 
man, who is familiar witli the map, 
and who knows anything of the enor- 
mous possibilities of the provinces 
named, will not need to be told that 
no single line of railway can possibly 
take care or the' business that will be 
built up north of the region directly 
tributary to the main line of the Can- 
adian Pacific. Some persons may ask 
why it Is, that if I lu re is business to 
he developed, such a company as the 
Canadian Pacific Is not out to develop 
It. To this we may reply in the lan- 
guage of Sir William Van Home. 
That enterprising railway builder was 
in conversation once with a gentle- 
man, now one of the senators from 
Ontario, and the potentialities in the 
way of traffic of Western Canada 
were spoken of. The Ontario man 
said, so ho told the Colonist: "Why 
doesn't tho C. P. P. build the neces- 
sary lines'.'" To this Sir William 
answered: "The C. P. R, Is like the 
rest of us. It is working up to its 
limitations. Its limitations may be 
wider than yours or mine, but they 
lire there, just the same." This fact 
is often lost sight of. Hence we hear 
people In Victoria, very frequently say 
that If such and such a thing were as 
good as represented, the C. P. It. 
would be after It, and as the com- 
pany Is not taking any steps in that 
direction, the Inference must be that 
there is really nothing in it. They 
forget that tho company is working 
nip to its limitations all the time. How 
this matter of limitations may effect 
a great corporation will easily lie un- 
derstood after a little consideration. 
When it gees Into the market to raise 
money, It has to keep in mind the 
fact 'that already millions of its se-i 



curitles are in tho hands of the pub- 
lic, and that tho depression of these 
to any considerable extent may mean 
serious loss to many people. The 
assets of such a company as tho Can- 
adlan Paclllc, for example, its past 
history and Its prospective earning 
powers may be such as would war- 
rant a vast loot:, but it might be very 
unwise to go into the market and ask 
for It. Existing securities might he 
at once depressed, great Injury be 
done In quarters where it could ill be 
borne, and the difficulty of raising 
money be very greatly Increased; 

Wo make these observations because 
we feel that it will be necessary for 
the people of this province, wo hope 
jointly witii the people of Alberta and 
those or the Dominion at large, to con- 
sider the advisability of extending aid 
In some way to new railway enter- 
prises. Railways will come In time, 
but the people are unwilling to wait. 
They want to see something done, so 
that they maV themselves reap some 
of the advantages, which ought to be 
enjoyed by the pioneers of a land, 
filled with such tremendous potentiali- 
ties as the West. We express nc 
opinion as to whether future trans- 
portation projects ought to be en- 
trusted to established companies or be 
placed in tho hands of new ones. This 
question does not involve the princi- 
ple of government assistance and the 
reason why it should be given. We 
shall only add that the present seems 
an opportune moment for the inau- 
guration, of a broad and comprehen- 
sive scheme of transportation which 
will aid in the development, not only 
of all parts of British Columbia, but 
also of all the great region lying 
north of the existing railway lines 
from tho shores of the Pacific to those 
of Hudson's Hay. Other phases of 
tho general subject will receive at- 
tention in future issues.

THE ALL-RED LINE. 

Referring to the proposed imperial 
steamship enterprise, the Montreal 
Witness expresses the opinion that tho 
Dominion government might not see 
Its way clear to make good its under- 
taking In tho matter of subsidy, un- 
less the scheme embraced both sea- 
boards of Canada. Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
would be much less of a statesman, 
than his friends claim and his oppon- 
ents hope he will show himself to be, 
if lie would bo satisfied with anything 
less than tho full scheme. 

In the course of lis observations 
upon this subject the Witness uses 
the following language: "That (the 
subsidizing of lines on both oceans) 
might prove an effective, though by 
no means a just, argument, seeing to 
what an enormous extent the West 
has already been the beneficiary of 
the East." We had supposed that the 
Witness was above tills narrow and 
provinc'il point of view. The West 
has been the beneficiary of the East, 
but not more than the East has been 
the beneficiary of the West. It Is the 
West thajt !has made an expanding 
East possible. It will be the West 
that will make the East commercially 
and industrially great. If it wen- 
possible by some system of bookkeep- 
ing to ascertain how much the West 
and East had respectively contributed 
to the prosperity of each other, or, to 
put the case on a lower plane, how 
much each of them had contributed 
through the federal exchequer to the 
benefit of the oilier, we do nut be- 
lieve that the balance would be found 
to lie against the West. To apply 
locally the expression of President 
Moore of tho Rock Island railway, if 
Jacques Car-tier had discovered Bri- 
tish Columbia, Quebec would not be 
discovered yet.

We are Informed that much sur- 
prise and some Indignation lias been 
expressed around tho city hall be- 
cause the Colonist published the 
figures relating to the proposed 
straightening of Cook street. This 
was one of the tilings, which those in 
authority thought it undesirable that 
the public should see- Sine.' I lie 
figures were published grave com- 
plaints have been made to tile Col- 
onist. It. is said thai the publication 
referred to was the first Intimation 
which the owners or property affected 

had of w hat was proposed. In illustra- 
tion of how this plan will work out, let 
the case of one property owner be 
taken. Ho has an acre fronting on 
Cook street as it now exists. He has 
been offered $1,000 for tin.- three lots 
fronting on the street. The city 
authorities propose to take these three 
lots from him and to pay him $920 for 
them, when they succeed In .•-oiling 
seme property, which now forms a 
part of the street. Then having taken 
away more than $3,000 of his property 
they propose to assess him nearly 
$400 for the good they will do him, 
The right of the city to sell any part 
of the present 'street Is something 
Which will not be conceded by every 
one, and especially by those who now 
own lots fronting on the street, from 
which the frontage will be taken away 
by tho proposed "Improvement," The 
right of tho city to close a street and 
sell the land oyer which it runs Is 
open to very great doubt. Tho city 
docs not own tho soil on the streets, 
but only has the user of it. Therefore 



LABOR SUPPLY 

In regard to labor conditions In Vic- 
toria tho Labor Gazette says: "During 
Juno the labor market has been well 
supplied and no complaints have been 
heard of scarcity of labor." Doubt- 
less tlie Gazette's informant did not 
hear any such complaint, for it lie did 
ho would have said so. The truth 
of the matter is thai tin- Gazette gi ts 
its information from sources which 
are not, and cannot very well bo well- 
informed. .\s a rule men high in tho 
confidence of labor unions furnish the 
paper with correspondence, and it is 
the recognized policy of the unions to 
discourage tho idea that (here are op- 
enings for labor. Doubtless in the 
special lines, for which the unions are 
qualified to speak, there Is a sufficient 
supply of men, but outside of these 
thero Is a shortage, which cannot be 
denied. The Colonist has made a 
few inquiries, and will give two out 
of many cases. One man has tried 
every available moans to get labor 
for his farm, and has been compelled 
to dispose of pari of his stock and 
take care of the remainder as best 
lie can himself. Another says that, hav- 
ing some work to be done, he asked the 
Salvation Army officers for one man, 
or two, if two could ho got. When 
asked what lie would pay, he said the 
current wage, and as to the length of 
job, ho said it would extend over sev- 
eral weeks at least. After two days 
a man presented himself. He was a 
good man. He put in a day at the 
work and then stated what ho thought 
would be good wages, and they wore 
agreed to. He remained at work four 
days, when he said thai he liad been 
offered a permanent situation at the 
same wage, and felt he ought to take 
it, but ho would try and get another 
man. He was unable to do so. Here 
were two cases in Which men would 
have been given employment at the 
current rate of wages, and yet they 
could not be got. Vet tho Labor Ga- 
ze tt 

Canada, says that there is no shortage 
.if labor hero. Scores of other cases 
could bo cited, if necessary. It is 
probably true that there Is no short- 
age of skilled labor, and there are al- 
ways plenty of people looking for easy 
indoor work, but of men Who will take 
jobs out of doors as common laborers 
there Is a lamentable shortage.

A beginning hasal-i 
ready been made by a colonization com- 
pany that has made a similar start on 
the Slteena River, has placed a steam- 
boat fu commission, and expects In lo- 
cate :!,000 or 1,1)00 settlers in a compara- 
tively short time.

^1nost cheering piece of news offered 
the average Vancouverlte for some 
time is that Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt, who 
was responsible for the development 
of the Coleman mines and tiian whom 
probably no one Is more conversant 
with the coal situation in Western 
Canada, Is of the opinion that, unless 
something quite unforeseen should 
happen, the mines of British Colum- 
bia and Alberta will be well able to 
cope with tho situation next winter 
and prevent any shortage of fuel such 
as was last winter more than a. mere 
hardship. Mr. Flunjfcrfelt was seen 
this morning by a .Worm man and his 
words of cheer, coming after so many 
gloomy prognostications at home and 
abroad. will be read with care and In- 
terest by all householders. 
, "'It.is true," said Mr. Flumerfelt, 
"that the International was short of 
cars for a few days owing to certain 
unavoidable conditions which present- 
ed themselves, but since then these 
have been corrected. I am sorry that 
I cannot show you a telegram which 
I have recently received from Mr. 
iytiyte the second vice-president of 
the CP.R. However, the substance of 
cite ,w!ro was to the effect that coal 
from the International would be moved 
even at tho expense of the temporary 
suspension of the work now In pro- 
gress on the Crow's Nest Pass line, 
Which means In other words that the 
equipment of the work trains would 
be passed into service should it be- 
come necessary. 

"In fact I have the assurance of Mr. 
Whyto that tho coal will be moved at 
all post, and that there will be no fur- 
ther trouble. Notwithstanding the 
car shortage," remarked the speaker, 
"during the month of July the Inter- 
national handled 31,800 tons of coal, 
which was not so very bad." 

In reply to a query as to whether any 
of the mines were prepared to meet ihe 
prophesied shortage of coal, Mr. Flum- 
erfelt said that the International had 
put on double shifts In the expectation 
of doubling its output, and continued: q U a r t ers nn( j 
"I believed that the mines of the west- 1 01 „„wi„,i' i,.,™ 
ern Canadian collieries and the other 
mines in tho district are prepared to 
take out large supplies of coal. On the 
eastern slope as, tho llquite fields are 
ajpproaclicd, very considerable develop- 
ment' has .taken place, and- marked 
progress Is to be seen. The mines are 

j being equipped and machinery Instat- 
ed and unless something unforeseen 
arises, and if the transportation com- 
panies are reasonaby able to handle 
the product there should be no short- 
age In the coal supply at all." 

"Now what moro would you like mo 
to' tell you?" asked Mr. Flumerfelt, 
smiling. "Perhaps news of the Al- 
berta mines would bo interesting. A 
great deal of development work has 
been done and it is expected that the 
mined will bo completely equipped very 
soon. The Royal colliery is a new pro- 
perty, and is situated quite near to the 
Lethbrldge, which is also well develop- 
ed. 1 certainly hope to see these two 
mines conlrlbutlve to the general 
supply by January next. 

"My associates and I arc still inves 
tlgating our coal lands on Vancouver 
Isand, but as yet it is Impossible to 
say whether or not the property will 
make a mine. I can also say that 
we have an area on one of the adja- 
cent islands which is of very great 
promise." 

On being asked if his present trip 
to Vancouver was pursuant of any 
special mission, Mr. Flumerfelt inform- 
ed the reporter that he came up from 
Victoria for the special purpose cf 
completing tho organization of the 
"Western Mortgage corporation, which 
wfJl be allied with tho British Ameri- 
can Trust company and which is capi- 
talized at $1,000,000. This new company 
as Its name denotes, will have for its 
object, generally speaking, tho financ- 
ing of certain buldlng schemes and the 
loaning of moneys. The assets of whieh 
Will be constantly invested in Brit- 
ish Columbia.

Plans Display of Potatoes 

New Westminster, Aug. 8. — One of 
tho most wonderful displays of pota- 
toes ever made at any exhibition In 
Canada will bo put up at the provin- 
cial fair in this city In October by Mr.

Vancouver, B. C, Aug; 8 r — Contracts 
for construction work on the main line 
of tho Grand Trunk Pacific are now 
being considered at Montreal head 
one or more will b 
iwarded immediately in order thnt 
work may bo started in September. 

It is the Intention of tho Grand 
Trunk Pacific to have a largo force 
of men in the field this winter. They 
■will bo engaged on rock work at vari- 
ous 'points hfong the' "route ''Vinrtl 
the Skeena river. 

On Saturday night there will leave 
Vancouver on the steamer Camosun a 
force of about a hundred men who will 
be taken north by Mr. J. W. Stewart, 
superintendent for Foley^ & Larson, 
railway contractors, who have secured 
the contract for grading the line to lie 
built between Kitamaat and the head- 
waters of the Copper river. This lino 
will follow the surveyed route of the 
Pacific, Omlneca & Northern railway, 
the charter for which was bought sev- 
eral years ago by the Grand Trunk 
Pacific from C. W. D. Clifford and as- 
sociates. The sum of ?GO,000 was paid 
for this charter. 

Tho force to bo taken north by Mr. 
Stewart will proceed from Port Es- 
slngton up the Skeena to Hazelton, a 
distance of one hundred and eighty 
miles. They will then go overland 
towards tho head of the Copper river, 
where work will be started. A largo 
quantity of supplies will be taken 
north with this force. It Is the Inten- 
tion to keep tlieso men on rock work 
all winter, and tho force will be in- 
creased from time to time. 

When tho lino from Kitamaat to- 
wards Hazelton Is completed it will 
bo utilized for tho forwarding of sup- 
plies and construction material lor 
the. majn lino of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific. This Kitamaat line will tap 
the heart of British Columbia, ami 
from its interior terminus will be dis- 
tributed tho material entering Into con- 
struction on tho main lino of the Grand 
Trunk Puclflc. Owing to the limited 
season of navigation on the Skeena 
tlieso supplies could not be sent up 
tho river on steamers, and the build- 
ing of the Kitamaat line is therefore 
a necessity. 



Lumber Company Sell Out 

Vancouver, B. C, Aug. 8. — The saw- 
mill and other assets of the Manitoba 
Lumber company yesterday passed 
into the hands of Mr. P. D. Roe, who 
will immediately take over the opera- 
tion of tho company's mill at Eburne, 
on tho north arm of the Eraser river. 
Mr. Boo was formerly owner of one- 
quarter of tho mill mid assets of tho 
Canadian Pacific Lumber company at 
Port Moody, of which company ho was 
manager. 

A deal was completed yesterday for 
the timber holdings of James McCon- 
nell, of Vancouver, on the Squamlsh, 
which will Involve the transfer of be- 
tween 350,000 and 500,000.

Vancouver, B. C, Aug. S.— Tho total 
sockoye salmon pack in British Col- 
umbia to date is estimated at 225,000 
cases by Mr. W. H. Barkey president 
and general manager of the B. C. Pack- 
ers' Association. In 1U03, the year 
which corresponds with tho present 
season In the. cycle of four, the total 
pack was 173, 074 cases and from tho 
present outlook it looks as though but 
little over a half pack will bo pro- 
duced In British Columbia beforo tlio 
season ends. 

The northern rivers of the province 
will produce the bulk of the sockeye 
pack tills season. At Rivers inlet 
where packing lias been suspended, the 
total production is 82,000 cases of sock- 
eyes. On the Skeena river, where tho 
canneries are still packing a few fish, 
the total output stands at about 70,- 
000 cases and there is a possibility that 
beforo the run is entirely over at that 
point 100,000 cases may be put up. 

On the Fraser river the entire pack 
of all tin; canneries in sockeyes does 
not exceed 35,000 cases to date. On 
tlie Fraser the cost of packing will bo 
tremendous unless some good runs of 
sockeyes occur before August 25, when 
the season closes. It has been esti- 
mated that the cost of packing to some 
of tho canneries stands now at about 
Si. 50 per case. There are certain fixed 
charges on the packing of fish which 
cannot be reduced in tho event of a. 
small pack and the Fraser river can- 
tiers are now fooling this. 

There is still on hand, hero and in 
England, some of tho sockeye pack of 
last year. It is estimated that of this 
stock there are between 230,000 and 
250,000 cases. Most of this is now held 
in England. 

Selling prices have not yet been fixed 
for tlie present season's output and 
prices will not be settled until • tho 
close of the season, when the total 
pack will be known. Tho failure of 
the Puget Sound, Alaska and Columbia 
river salmon fisheries this year, will 
doubtless have an influence on tlie 
prices made for the British Colum- 
bia product. 

In the estimate of the total sockeyo 
pack on Puget Sound which appeared 
in these columns yesterday half cases 
wero included and that swelled the 
total to 110,000 cases. Half cases are 
not put upon this side of the line and 
tlie standard is a full case. Because 
of this tlie sound pack must be reduced 
to full cases to comply with/ the Brit- 
ish' Columbia standard of estimate. 
With the sound pack figured in full 
casos, the figures show that the can- 
neries there have put up only 47^025 
full cases of sockeyes to date and in 
red and white springs they havo put up 
4,734 cases. This gives tho sound a 
total of 52,350 cases of fish of all 
kinds. 

Tlie Columbia river pack Is 25 per 
cent, short this seasoni Tlie Alaska 
Packers' Association has received 'ad- 
vices from Bristol bay that the pack 
there has been a failure. 

Alaska Pack Also Short. 

Seattle, Aug. 7. — Tlie salmon pack- 
ers of the coast have been dealt tho 
hardest blow in tho history of the In- 
dustry by tlie failure of tho Sound 
sockeye pack and the absence of rod 
Alaska salmon from the old fishing 
grounds, tlie shortage in the north .be- 
ing so great that it is now said by 
authorities that the Alaska red pack 
will bo at least 400,000 cases short. 

The sockeye season of 1007 will go 
down in history as the most disastrous 
since records were first kept. 

Tho monetary loss to the; fishing in- 
terests of the north Pacific coast will 
not lie far short of $2,500,000. The 
packers of the Sound estimate that 
not moro than 75.000 cases of sockeyes 
will be packed this year as against 
123,110 cases in 1004, which was tho 
worst on record until the year of ilniT. 

The campaign against tlie English 
detractors of British Columbia salmon 
Is bringing results as is shown by the 
following letter received today by a 
local canner from London: 

"You will be pleased to hear that 
one of the press mediums which dam- 
aged canned salmon last'year, has had 
to too the $250,000 damages line tor 
being found out. Moro libel actions 
are pending. There are plenty of other 
yellow journals untouched as yet by 
actions which would be tho belter of 
discipline." 

These assaults on British Columbia 
salmon followed tho expose of the 
tinned meat Industry at Chicago. 

Results on tlie Fraser river last 
night wore very poor, the average 
catches being from ten to twenty-five 
to the boat. Out of twenty-eight thou 
sand salmon received at Bellingliam 
yesterday fifteen thousand wore hump- 
backs. 

The fishery regulations affecting the 
Fraser river as recently amended are 
now in force, the amendment being as 
follows, according to advices received 
today from Ottawa: 

"His excellency in council Is pleased 
in virtue of the authority vested in 
him by the fisheries act to order that 
section 2 of the order in council dated 
3rd May, 1007, which amended section 
of tho fisheries regulations for tho 
province of British Columbia (estab- 
lished by order in council of the 11th 
July, 1905); .shall be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

"Provided also that In tho years 
1007, 1908, 1010 1911 and 1012, known 
as "off" or "poor" years, no one shall 
fish for salmon east of or above New 
Westminster bridge, Fraser river, witli 
nets of which the meshes are less than 
seven inches in extension measure- 
ment, from (! a.m. on Saturday to G 
a.m. on tho Monday following, during 
tho following period, viz., from the 
1st July to the 25th August, both days 
inclusively)" 



Go Into Liquidation. ' • 

■ Vancouver B.C. Aug. 8.— The Cana- 
dian Estates' Limited, a corporation 
lloated in England for the purpose of 
purchasing the assets of the Douglas 
Lakn Cattle company of British Col- 
umbia, lias gone Into voluntary liquid- 
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atlon, according to tlie latest informa- 
tion from London financial circles. 
This English company was capitalized 
for $2,000,000, and Its stock placed on 
the market. Owing to tho great strin- 
gency of money, subscriptions did not 
coino In with the rapidity expected. 
Tlie failure to float the company was 
in no way affected by any question of 
the value of, tho British Columbian 
properties _ whlch t It was proposed to 
take over,' but lack of success was due 
entirely to tho dull money market. 

Will Arrive Shortly. 

Vancouver, B.C., Aug. S. — Recont lo- 
cal developments In regard to tho 
Japanese labor question have caused 
a change In the plans of Mr. K. Ishll, 
tlie representative of tlie Japanoso 
foreig-n office. Instead of going- dir- 
ect from Honolulu, where lie has been 
for six days, to San Francisco and 
tlienco to "Washington and Ottawa, tlie 
commissioner will como direct from San 
Francisco to Vancouver, leaving his 
mission to Washington and Ottawa 
until later. 

Mr. Ishll will roach tho Golden Gate 
city on July 1(1, and arrive In Vancou-^ 
vor about tho end of the month. 

It is understood that no further 
transfer of coolies from Honolulu to 
Vancouver will take place. Mr. Ishll 
has gone into the question fully since 
reaching Honolulu and it is llkey that 
his advice to ids countrymen will 
preva tl. 

With few exceptions all tlie recent 
arrivals on the Kumerlc are now em- 
ployed, mostly on the Great Northern 
and In local sawmills.

Montreal's Protest. 

Montreal Aug. S. — Tlie Montreal city 
council will shortly ask the Quebec 
legislature to curtail the powers of the 
Montreal Light, Power and Heat com- 
pany, which to-day has a practical 
monopoly over tho electric lighting and 
gas supply of the city of Montreal.

Member of American Commission 
in Victoria in Connection 
With Work

JAPANESE MURDERED 
DEFENCELESS PEOPLE 



Story of Outrage in Korea Is 
Told by Missionary to 
Seoul Paper 



From Korea news has been received 
of a massacre by Japanese troops at 
Hamheung. Dr. McKay, director of 
tho Presbyterian mission in Korea, 
describes the affair in the Korea News 
of Seoul. Until recently a tax of 28 
cash was levied on bags of salt valued 
at 000 cash. A sudden increase was 
made . to 300 cash per bag. The salt 
farmers, unable to pay, were ordered 
evicted and a posse of Japanese pollen 
went to force eviction. An altercation 
resulted in a free fight, the Japanese 
police using their swords and several 
men were wounded. The Koreans 
ultimately came in numbers and drove 
away the police. 

Dr. McKay says Mils provoked a 
massacre by Japanese troops. His 
statement is thus reported In the Seoul 
newspaper: "The following day a 
considerable force of Japanese soldiers 
including cavalry and artillery with 
machine guns, came to avenge tho po- 
lice and opened fire upon the defence- 
less people, it is reported that many 

were killed, many severely wounded 
and a number variously estimated at 
from 20 to io, taken prisoners. Even 
allowing for some exaggeration on the 
pari or the natives Dr. McKay said 
an atrocity ' had been committed.

Frank Carlson, the man behind the 
gun in the revolver play outside the 
Everett saloon on the Esquimau road 
Wednesday evening, will have three 
months of undisturbed solitude to 
ponder on the wisdom of Introducing 
firearms into a game of" bluff without 
being able to make good.

To both lie 
pleaded guilty and Magistrate Hall 
imposed sentence of three months In 
jail on the theft charge, and of ono 
month on tho other charge.

Carlson reached through the window 
of a bedroom at the Everett saloon 
and lifted the timepiece. Unfortun- 
ately for him an occupant of the room 
nulled the deed and raised tho alarm 
Carlson then made bluff number one. 
He walked into the bar and stated 
that he saw two men hurrying away 
from the window where the robbery 
took place. His actions were suspic- 
ious, but this bluff went for a few 
minutes. Then Carlson's nerve de- 
serted him and leaving the place he 
sprinted down the street. Ills un- 
usual conduct aroused some bystand- 
ers and they pursued him. They 
speedily overtook him and then Carl- 
son tried bluff number two. He pull- 
ed a revolver and pointing It at his 
pursuers told them to "beat it." The 
remark was not convincing, however, 
and they called the bluff. And Carl- 
son could not make 'good. His revol- 
ver was taken from him and he 
was speedily placed in subjection. 

The moral of it all is — when you 
bluff, bo prepared to go tho limit.

If Samuel Sherwln turns up again 
In Victoria for some time to come lie 
will have his freedom curtailed for 
considerable period. Sherwln Is the 
man who was arrested by Chief Lang- 
on the steamer Charmer from 
Vancouver on Tuesday morning on the 
complaint of a passenger who alleged 
that Sherwln hail robbed him of a 
purse containing $3 on the way over 
from Vancouver. He had an old 
charge of vagrancy hanging over him 
here and Chief Langley, though he 
found nothing Incriminating on him, 
decided to detain him anyway. Sher- 
wln when arrested threw a handful of 
coin and bills out of a porthole into 
the hai'bor and when asked to explain 
the reason why said that he had found 
the money In the .Atlantic saloon in 
Vancouver. 

Chief Langley Immediately wired to 
Vancouver asking If there had been 
any robberies there for which Sher- 
wln might be wanted. lie walled 
two days and yesterday the answer 
came that tin.' Vancouver police had 
nothing against, him ln the way of a 
criminal charge, though they ob- 
jected to his going back there. It' 
was Impossible to prove anything 
against Sherwln on the theft charges 
and though the vagrancy charge was 
still hanging Chief Langley deemed 
that Sherwlri's absence was better 
than his company. Consequently he 
had a heart to heart talk with the 
prisoner yesterday morning, the up- 
shot of which was that Sherwln agreed 
In consideration of being given his 
freedom to put some hundred miles 
between himself and Victoria before 
today's sun dawns, and from all ap- 
pearances he will. He left on a 
steamer yesterday. 



The new pump tit Elk lake at tho 
Intake of the 12-inch main has finally 
been Installed. The pump was order- 
ed last April and it is thought that 
wltii its installation the capacity of 
the main will be Increased by 60,000 
gallons . per hour. The final , connec- 
tions have been made and today steam 
will be turned on and the machinery 
given a test. 

The lirst trial of the pump wdll prob- 
ably take place today. The city 
fathers are awaiting the result of the 
test with great interest as it is hoped 
that the pump will greatly Increase 
the pressure at the low levels of the 
city at least. 

The council considered the proposal 
last year, but no action was taken 
until this spring as no unusual short- 
age of water was expected. With the 
cleansing of the twelve inch main 
which will remove the barnacles and 
other accretions of the past twenty 
years It is thought that this source 
of supply will be increased one-third. 

Speaking or the installation of the 
new pump. Mayor Morley remarked: 

"The first real test will probably 
take place tomorrow. Some little 
time Is required to test the machin- 
ery. There has been no delay in the 
Installation. The council decided upon 
this last April though tho matter had 
come up for discussion last year. As 
ordinarily there is no shortage of 
water before the latter end of July or 
the first week In August It was not 
thought necessary to take action 
earlier."

SALT SPRING ISLAND 
CONSERVATIVES MEET 

Address by Mr. McPhiif ips — 
Road Boss Question Voted 
Upon by Meeting 



Salt Spring Island, 13. C, Aug. G.— 
• Last night the most enthusiastic re- 
ception a public speaker ever received 
on Salt Spring was tendered A! B. Mc- 
• Phillips, M. P. P. The large hull at 
Ganges was overcrowded, Liberal;; as 
■well as Conservatives turning out to 
welcome their member. There was 
also a large number of ladles present, 
which added to the glory ' of the oc- 
casion. Mr. McPhllllps' remarks were 
frequently punctuated with loud out- 
bursts of applause, similar greetings 
being extended to other speakers. 

The chair was taken by the presi- 
dent of the Conservative association, 
XV. E. Scott. 

in opening the chairman said that 
this was a Conservative meeting, so 
he assumed that all who were pres- 
ent wore good Conservatives. (Hear, 
hear). Continuing, the chairman sakl 
that It would no doubt- be .proper for 
•him to explain, why the old Beaver 
club had been disbanded. As t.he 
Beaver club had been more, or- less a 
secret society, it was Impossible for 
the government to take any official no- 
tice of its proceeding's or recommen- 
dations. Switching over to' politics 
on a broader scale, the chairman voiced 
the feelings of the Whole meeting when 
he stated that Premier McBrlde had 
achieved a great victory for the prov- 
ince when he took the. mission to Lon- 
don. Now he culled on the guest of 
the •evening. 

Mr. McPhllllps thanked the Conser- 
vatives of Salt Spring Island for their 
courtesy In extending to him such an 
enthusiastic reception. He had come 
to them at their request to talk over 
•matters of local interest. 

"I want you to understand," said 
Mr. McPhllllps, "that I am. ready and 
willing at all times to listen to the 
will of the majority of my constitu- 
ents. I made a promise when I saw 
you in the early part of the year, and 
I am here to fulfil that promise. One 
matter, that is of vital interest to you, 
as. it is to the w.hole province, is the 
labor question. Now this Is a ques- 
tion in which al! farmers of this dis- 
trict arc Interested. I am trying to 
do all I can to help the people In this 
matter. Now that you have other 
matters of Importance to deal with this 
evening I will not detain you any 
longer. (Applause.) 

The chairman- -You will now have 
an opportunity of asking Mr. .McPhll- 
llps any questions that you desire. 

Mr. Jackson — In regard to the game 
laws, I. would like to ask you, Mr. 
Chairman, if deaf children are allowed 
to carry firearms, and at what age is 
a child allowod to carry a gun? 

Mr. Hamilton— Might I ask Mr. Mc- 
Phllllps what lias become of our game 
petition? 

Mr. McPhllllps — Regarding the game 
I would say that within a very short 
time, Salt Spring Island" will be formed 
into a game district. 

The chairman then called upon Capt. 
Phillips Wolley. The popular cap- 
tain was received with loud applause. 
He said that before he had come into I 
•the hall he had prayed to the Lord | 
to give us' light, as we were in dark- | 
ness. His wish had been gratified 
When he saw so many ladies present. ! 
(Loud applause.) Continuing, Capt. 
"Wolley said: "1 listened with a great 1 
deal of attention to the address of mv| 
good friend Mr. McPhllllps. Now, 
although I am a supporter of Mr.;Mc- 
Phillips in politics, I do not agree! 
with all of his statements here this I 
evening. One of these remarks were! 
that his public actions were guided 
very largely by the actions of his 
leaders. In my humble opinion the 1 
actions of an M. P. P. should be large- 
ly guided and influenced by the people 
he represents." (Hear, hear.) 

After speaking very ably upon the 
subject of game throughout the pro- 
vince and the need of a police patrol 
launch among the Islands. Capt. Wol- 
ley resumed his seat midst a storm 
of applause. 

Mr. Lundy — I would like to ask Mr 
McPhllllps about the road boss ques- 
tion, i enmk, and a great many 
others think, that it is about time 
that we. received some definite ans- 
wer upon this burning question. What 
I Want to know is, are we or are we 
lut, going to have the privilege of 
electing our own road boss? 

Mr. McPhllllps— All that I have got 
to say upon this subject is that 1 will 
take the majority's course. If you de- 
cide that an election Is essential lor 
harmony, why of course, I will use 
my best efforts with the government I n„ n ...... 

to secure It. In regard to Mr. Cald- 1 
well, your load boss, I must say that 
during a. large part of my campaign- 
ing on Salt Sluing last winter, I saw 
a great deal of .Mr. Caldwell and his 
work. I was most favorably impress- 
ed with what he had accomplished, 
and was positive that in him the gov- 
ernment had found a most callable 
and trustworthy public officer. (Loud 
applause.) 

An employee of Mr. Caldwell next 
rose, H. John Rogers. He said: "As 
there Is so much talking about Mr. 
Caldwell, [ would like to give my 
opinion of a man with whom J have 
worked steadily for three years. He- 
fore he took the road bossing, not a 
foot of decent work had been done in 
our district. He left Ganges Harbor, 
where all the road money had been 
spent for years, and where you want 
to spend the bulk of it now, and went 
to the oulying roads. I challenge 
anybody to prove that any work that 
Mr. Caldwell has done has been done 
unsatisfactorily, or in an unnecessary 
place. (Hear, hear.) ] consider that 
Mr, Caldwell has been very shabbily 
treated and that he is the most com- 
petent road boss that this island litis 
over had, or ever will have." (Pro- 
longed applause.) 

Mr. Caldwell— Mr. Chairman, ladles 
and gentlemen, as your present dis- 
cussion directly concerns me and my 
work. I think it is about lime that I 
started In to defend myself. 

After ably defending himself, the 
lire-eating road boss literally tore to 
shreds the arguments brought up 
against him and resumed his scat 
amid applause. 

The chairman — I will now put Mr. 
Walter's resolution to the, vote'. Tho 
motion Is: "That .we, the members 
of the Salt Spring Island Conserva- 
tive club, In meeting assembled, do 
hereby resolve that our member, Mr. 
McPhllllps, be requested to use his 
best influence with the government in 
securing for North Salt Spring tho 
privilege of electing its own' road boss 
each year." 

The voting on the motion resulted 
in 3G for and 8 against. 



Col. B. V. Layard— I feel most 
gratefully pbllged to the chairman for 
this opportunity to address you. i am 
also greatly pleased and honored at 
seeing so many ladies present this 
evening. The matter that I wished 
lo particularly dwell upon this even- 
ing is the labor question. You have, 
a wonderful extent of country hero 
in British Columbia, with one great 
drawback, and that Is the scarcity of 
labor. It is utterly preposterous to 
think that you will get a large num- 
ber of people of means out from the 
old country, and then expect them to 
do their house work, etc., tho work of 
servants.

IMMIGRANTS FOR ONTARIO 

Government Plans Campaign 1 In United 
Kingdom > 

. Toronto,, Aug. 7. — The . Ontario S ov " 
eminent Is laying plans for an aggres- 
sive Immigration campaign in Great 
Britain and Ireland and tho depart- 
ment of colonization Is now, it is said, 
giving special consideration to the 
methods which shall ^e, adopted In 
directing attention to this province. 
It is probable that an agent general 
will bo appointed who will havo general 
charge of a number of immigration 
offices to bo established in London, 
Liverpool, Belfast, Dublin, Cork, Man- 
chester, Cardiff, Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
and in several 4>f the cities of the. 
midlands. These offices will be In 
charge of a competent booking agent, 
and will' be supplied with literature 
bearing on the country, etc. 

To the Immigration staff it is pro- 
posed to attach several experienced 
Canadian agriculturists, chosen be- 
cause of special knowledge of agri- 
cultural matters and conditions of life 
on farms of Ontario. Those men will, 
have to be sufficiently well versed to 
discuss freely with British agricultur- 
ists such questions as the alternation of 
crops, the raising' of bacon, the breeds 
of cattle and In. fact all questions that 
would naturally be proposed by Bri- 
tish farmers thinking of emigrating to 
Ontario.

Scarcity of Game in District North of 
Edmonton 

Edmonton, Aug. S.— Piled up in the 
fur department of McDougall & Se- 
cord, presided over by Henry Eraser, 
there are at present thousands of dol- 
lars' worth of furs, the property of 
Colin Eraser and Mr, Hursell. These 
packs were brought by freighters. The 
fur supply was rather less this year 
than usual, owing to the severity of 
the winter. Mr. Eraser reports con- 
siderable distress among many of tho 
ilndian bands as! the result ui the 
scarcity of game. In Port Chippe- 
wayan, in an effort to relievo the dis- 
tress, thirty hags of flour that were 
available were distributed to 500 Im- 
poverished Indians. Mr. Eraser, who 
is an independent trader, has already 
brought down earlier than season 
$7 000 worth of furs, and there will 
be $3,000 to .$3,000 worth of furs in the 
second outfit.

The, 
Queen Alexandra has been looked for 
by pilots for the past few days. The 
Pondo which readied port on Saturday 
brought SOU tons of Australian sugar 
frdm the Colonial mills at Sydney, 
and it was decided that whichever ves- 
sel arrived first should be given tho 
berth at the sugar wharf. The Pondo 
however, has completed discharging 
and Hie Queen Alexandra will bo able 
to get the berth. 

The steamer Umatilla, Which has re- 
sumed her service in tho Seattle- Vic- 
toria-San Francisco route after being 
taken oft for a time to engage in the 
Cape Nome trade, left from the outer 
dock last night for the Golden Gate 
>Y.lth a fair complement of" passengers, 
about i'00 in all. From here the book- 
ings were smaller than usual, over 105 
passengers having been taken from 
Victoria five days ago on the Presi- 
dent. With the return of the Uma- 
tilla to the San Francisco service the 
Pacific Coast Steamship, comyany lias 
resumed the five day service. With the 
withdrawal of the steamers for the 
Cape Nbm'e trade and for repairs only 
two steamers were operated between 
Puget Sound and San Francisco, tho 
new President and the Sonoma, taken 
on time charter from the Oceanic 
Steamship company. These have been 
on a seven-day schedule. The Sonoma 
is scheduled to sail on Tuesday next. 

The steamers Anubis anil Tellus 
wore also in port yesterday. The Anu- 
-jls of the ICoamos line sailed for Ham- 
burg via San Francisco and other ports 
of the southern .coast, after coaling 
at Nanaimo, and the Tellus passed 
tip bound to Ladysmith from San 
Francisco for another cargo of coal. 
Tile British steamer M. S. Dollar, of 
Victoria, 15. C, which since her last 
call here lias had various adventures, 
being seized as a blockade-runner and 
bought back from the Japanese gov- 
ernment, Is expected to call shortly 
to lake on board an anchor picked 
up by the wreckers of the B. C. Sal- 
vage company's steamer Maude in 
Royal Roads. Tho Athenian of the C. 
lb P. Oriental lino is due tomorrow 
from the far east and the Antllochus 
is ex-peeled to return shortly to dis- 
charge .about 1.0UU tons of general 
freight at this port. 

The Britisli ship Holt Hill has 
almost finished discharging at the 
outer dock. The Chilian ship Royal 
Sovereign, which has been lying in 
Royal Eoada for some days since her 
arrival from Antofagasta is to be tow- 
ed to Bullen's ways this morning to he 
cleaned and overhauled. The bark 
Snow & Burgess is at Port Townsend 
waiting to be towed . to the Mill-Bide 
mills on the Fraser river, but the tug 
is walling until Sunday in order that 
the river may be free of nets. 



MORE HARBORS 

Kestrel Discovers Inlets and Anchor- 
ages Not Marked on Charts 

Capt. Newcombe, of the Canadian 
fishery steamer Kestrel, which has re- 
turned from a cruise covering the 
west coast of Vancouver island, Queen 
Charlotte island waters, and tho 
northern coast of British Columbia, 
reports the discovery of several Inlets 
and harbors not -marked on the charts 
along Pearl channel, Pearl Island, as 
marked on the chart, was found upon 
Investigation to be a part of Pitt Is- 
land. The crew of the Kestrel sur- 
veyed two good harbors along Pearl 
channel and found several large inlets 
opening off the same channel. 

Ikoda bay, on Moresby Island,, of the 
Queen Charlotte group, was ' visited, 
and a survey, made of tho harbor, 
which, though small, la well sheltered. 
Here the Japanese who are develop- 
ing copper mines, have erected a dock 
with o. HOO-foot approach, 100-foot 
frontage and 40 feet wide. 

GERMAN SHIPBUILDING 

British Consul-Goneral Tolls of Indus- 
try at Yards of Fatherland 

The British consul-general at Ber- 
lin, in his report on the trade of Ger- 
many for 1006; lias the following on 
German shipbuilding: In consequence 
of the general Industrial prosperity, 
shipbuilders . ami marine engineers 
were fully occupied throughout tho 
year. The great shipping cjneerns 
provided the more efficient shipyards 
with largo orders, the smaller ship- 
wrights had permanent- employment, 
particularly for the deep sea fishery, 
and to meet the increasing demand 
for launches and 'motor boats, while 
a large proportion of the orders for 
vessels required by the. German ad- 
miralty was placed in private hands, 
and many contracts were received 
from abroad, notably from South Am- 
erica, lor small tugs and for the light- 
s'- kinds of traffic. The degree of em- 
ployment of tlie German yards In- 
creased to such an extent in the course 
of the year— although the labor ques- 
tion occasioned considerable difficulty 
—that many of the mora urgent orders 
had lo bo placed in the United King- 
dom and elsewhere abroad. Valuable 
BssiBturicb was afforded the German 
shipbuilders by the- tariff: pollcj\,of the 



Prussian state railway.-' In contradis- 
tinction to the United Kingdom the 
workshops for manufacturing the ship- 
building materials are located some 
considerable distance from tho yards 
In Germany, and the latter have ac- 
cordingly to pay considerable freight 
expenses. In order to reduce this 
item of expense as much as possible, 
the Prussian-Hessian railways intro- 
duced a special tariff, according to 
which shipbuilding materials are con- 
veyed at 12 pf. per ton-kllom. over 
distances exceeding 100 Idioms. To 
further increase their efficiency, Gor- 
man shipbuilders are striving to ef- 
fect, the organized union of tho great 
Ironworks- and shipyards. The largest 
combination of this kind is, of course, 
the connection of the Germanla- 
Wclt. at Kiel with the Krupp works 
at Essen.

Construction of Modern Steamers 
• Necessitates More Machinery. 

Discussing the question of changes 
in the method of dealing with the 
larger sizes of plates and bars In ship 
construction, and the Increasing use 
of machinery for that purpose, .Mr. J. 
ti. Twaddell thus writes in The Steam- 
ship: "It follows as a natural se- 
quence that firms with sufficient en- 
terprise to expand considerable capi- 
tal' on these appliances look for a 
reasonable return on their expenditure, 
and In order to obtain this the time 
appears to bo approaching when the 
old order must give way to the now, 
and the custom which prevails in 
shipyards where no such appliances 
are provided, as in the case of many 
shipyards- both on tho Clyde and tin; 
northeast coast, the platers piece-work 
price, which includes the erecting of 
the material in position in tho struc- 
ture, needs to be readjusted, at any 
rate, in those yards where special fa- 
cilities are provided which eliminates 
the necessity lor a full squad of la- 
borers or helpers, as they are called, 
dragging tho piece of material, by main 
force Into position. In fact. there 
seems no real reason, at any rato In 
yards under the now conditions, for 
the plater, ns a member of the squad, 
following the material 'to tho ship at 
all, as it can be placed in its exact 
position by mechanical means, r.r..l It 
Is a question whether the platers' work 
ought not to finish after tho punching, 
shearing and rolling Is done, ns no 
special skill Is required for "the opera- 
tion of placing in position." 



HOW MONMOUTH WAS 
WELCOMED AT TOKIO 



Japanese Cruiser Squadron and 
Many Destroyers Met the 
British Warship 



Advices received from the Orient 
tell of the nature of the reception of 
the Britisli steamer Monmouth at 
Yokohama with Prince Fushlml on 
board from Victoria. The Japan Ad- 
vertiser says: "Outside tile harbor, 
the Monmouth was received by the 
Japanese warships Yaeyarna, Izuini, 
Asahl and Otowa as well as four de- 
stroyers, especially dispatched from 
Vokosuka, and also by the French eru- 
ser Brulx and other foreign warships, 
all of which fired a salute of honor 
of his highness. As soon as the Mon- 
mouth dropped anchor, his highness 
was received by General Prince Knn- 
in; His Excellency Sir Claude Mac- 
donald, Britisli Ambassador to Japan; 
Mr. Sufu, governor of Kanagawa pre- 
fecture; Mr. Mltsuhashl, mayor of 
Yokohama; Admiral Kamimura and 
others, who went on board the British 
cruiser. At 2.15 p. m., an hour after 
tho urrlval, the prince landed and at 
once drove to the Yokohama station 
in a carriage sent round from the im- 
perial household. His highness left 
Yokohama for Toklo by a special train 
at 2.45. All the shipping in the har- 
bor was decorated in honor of tho oc- 
casion. 



THREE DAY TRIP. 

Naval Expert Talks of Fast Flyers 
For tho Atlantic Run. 

, J. R- Oldham, a naval engineer, be- 
lieves that the limit' In the size of 
ocean crossing .steamers has been by 
no means reached,' and in perhaps less 
than 2~) years the three clay trans- 
Atlantic liner will bo going some. 

The rate of speed will be 40 miles 
ah hour, and the length of tho ship 
1,200 feet, only about 400 feet more 
than tho Iwigth of tlie Lusitaiiiu and 
tho MauroTfinla. The beam of the 
ccmlng monster will lie 125 foot and 
her depth SI foot. 

"There will be 00 boilers, with 100,- 
000 feet of heating surface and 12 
smokestacks," continues tho engineer. 
"A special feature will be extra large 
pumping power, with boilers .and 
pumps located well above the water 
lino. 

"1 propose that certain compart- 
ments, containing 2,500 tons, shall bo 
kept full of water, so that in event 
of grounding they could be emptied in 
12 minutes, enabling tlie ship in most 
cases to float off, ns 2,!">n0 tons would 
represent one foot of water." 

To compensate for this Joss in 
freight space the engineer suggests an 
extra tax on tlie traveller of $25. which 
he would be doubtless glnd lo pay. 
The chief porll In navigating this 
coming mastodonlc product of man's 
genius would be for smaller craft 
which might, happen to get In its way. 
Tho big ship while going at top speed 
would exert nn energy equal • to 10 
railroad trans, or practically .'1,250,000 
foot tons. 

The measurements of such n vessel 
would bo: Length. 1,200 feet; breadth, 
125 feet; depth, 81 foot; draught, 40 
foot; gross tonnage, 07,500 tons; pas- 
senger accommodations, (>, 700 ; en- 
gines, 170,000 horsepower; speed per 
hour, 35 nautical miles; cost, $17,- 
000,000.

Stokers of Modern Steamers Are 
Well Trained for Their 
Work 



DEPENDS ON 



How the Men Who Feed tro Fires of 
Steamers Work in the Bowels 
of the Ship 



"Of the many thousands of passen- 
gers who cross the seas annually on 
great liners, how many give a thought 
to the men behind tho shovel, the be- 
grimed stokers who trim the coal In 
tlie bunkers and feed the furnaces?" 
says Shipping Illustrated. "Similarly, 
docs It ever occur to the layman that 
tlie humble stoker locked up in the 
bowels of a 'great ship of war in ac- 
tion, is a member of the crew every 
whit as important as "the man behind 
the gun," as without tho former the 
guns could not be brought within the 
lino where they can be fired to best 
advantage. Stoking notwithstanding 
the popular notion, is a skilful occupa- 
tion, and on a fast liner, for Instance, 
the stokehold crew Is the most import- 
ant branch of tho lower force. Down 
into the bowels of the ship, stokers arc 
divided into two brandies, coal trim 
mors and firemen. The trimmers, or 
coal passers, trim the coal from the 
bunkers down to within easy reach 
of tho firemen, who feed It into tho 
furnaces. Trimming coal is not so easy 
a task as many Imagine. Firstly, tho 
air of tlie bunkers is well nigh suffo 
eating and accidents, such ns falling 
down from tho upper Into the lower 
bunker, are by no means unusual oc- 
currences. On small tramp steamers 
carrying but two coal passers, watches 
of six hours on and six hours off are 
tlie rule, whilst firemen enjoy a spell 
of eight hours' rest after their four 
hour watch, save for the 'few minutes 
required to dump overboard tho ashes 
collected during the watch. Tho oper- 
ation 'of trimming on a modern ship of 
war where coal is disposed into several 
tiers of bunkers for defensive purposes, 
is a complicated operation and on it 
depends the firing of the furnaces, 
similarly as the speed of the ship de- 
pends upon., the-, methodical stoking. 
Tho coal, bn'e'a upon, tlie stokehbld'floor, 
Is picked up with a shovel by tho lire- 
men and thrown into tho furnaces. 
But not thrown as a navvy throws a 
shovelful of dirt into a dump-car: 
Quite the contrary, the coal is fed to 
tho ilro in order to keep it at a cer- 
tain level, and every once, in a while 
tlie firemen take a glance at •the gauge 
glass abovo their heads to see that 
the pressure In the boiler Is that want- 
ed by the engineer of tho watch. If the 
steam pressure falls, it Is evident that 
the number of screw revolutions will 
decrease and hence tho speed of the 
ship. This shows tho importance of 
tho work done by tho stokers. It is 
work which demands an enormous 
muscular exertion and the weight of 
tlie Iron bur used In "slicing" fires la 
In itself sufllcicnt reason to show that 
none but able-bodied men can be env 
ployed at stoking. On large liners 
an engineer has charge of the stoke- 
hold during each watch, besides whom 
leading stokers are employed to "drive" 
tho men. On a ship where good and 
steady men are employed, where th 
boilers are good and tho coal of good 
quality, there is no trouble whatever 
In tlie stokehold, at least at sea. Each 
watch is Interested in having the great 
est number of screw evolutions to its 
credit when the ship is being "driven," 
and consequently the men arc oelng 
stimulated as much as possible. But 
where it happens that the ship is 
what is known as a hard one, that i 
tho hollers the furnaces demand con- 
stant feeding and uso of 'the slice bar, 
slant ceding and use o the slice bar 
not mentioning the possibility of bad 
coal, a trip in the stokehold is as near 
a realization of hell upon earth as could 
he imagined. If the steam pressure 
Is not kept the engineers will curse, 
tho men will answer by growds, and 
everyone Is dissatisfied. On the other 
hand, bad stokers may so gorge the 
furnaces that steam will rise- abovo 
tho allowed pressure and will "blow" 
.through the safety valves. Then til 
"chief" goes nearly mad. For tills 
"blowing" is a sure sign that coal is 
being wasted and it is as much as his 
berth is worth lo see that tho coal 
consumption is kept at a certain level. 
In the navy stoking is much different 
from what it is in tho merchant ser- 
vice, although the general principles 
outlined above hold truo everywhere. 
Navy boilers with their multitude of 
water-tubes and furnaces, are not so 
hard to fire as tho old type of Scotch 
boilers, but the work is somewhat more 
complicated, so that the training of 
stokers is one of great Importance lo 
tho scrvico at largo. Their chance of 
advancement in tho American navy Is 
as great as on deck, that Is to say, all 
may aspire to becoming eventually war 
rant machinists, hut in the British 
navy, where all mechanical work Is 
done by a corps of engine-room urtl 
cers, nil of whom rank as chief petty 
oflicers, a stoker's chance of advance- 
ment Is more limited. In order to 
remedy this state of things a mow rat 
lug of engine room walchkoepor with 
warrant rank has been created and 
henceforth engine room watches will 
be kept by such watchkeepera pro- 
moted from the stoker class after tin 
dcrgolng a thorougli mechanical train- 
ing. Artificers will be employed sole 
ly on repairs and naturally the en 
glneering societies of England nro 
much exorcised over the new plan 
which amounts to placing highly skill- 
] od men Under the orders of "shovels. 1 
To understand tho contempt an Eng- 
lish engineer lias for a "shovel," I.o, 
a man raised" from the stokehold, one 
must have served on an English ship

"The latest bidder for 
business in this line, Maklno, is per- 
fecting a scheme that bids fair to be- 
come a permunent Institution, If tho 
Information given by one Vamalto, 
who claims to be vitally interested In 
tho transportation business, is 10 bo 
relied on, and tlioro seems to bo no 
reason for doubt, as it lines up with 
what lias gone before, 

'Yamalto states that there are 51S 
paid-up Japanese passengers for Van- 
couver by tlie Indiana, and that there 
are 200 more coming on the Nippon 
Maru who aro coming with tlie ex- 
pressed purpose of Immediately tak- 
ing, passage on the Indiana for the 
northern jiort. He states that arrange- 
ments have been perfected between 
the promoters on tills end and similar- 
ly Interested parties In Japan, whereby 
each Trans-Pacific steamer, Japanese 
or otherwise, will bring a certain num- 
ber of Japanese to this port for trans- 
shipment to Vancouver. Endeavors 
Will bo made to retain the Indiana In 
this service indefinitely.

While not associated directly with 
any of the. harrowing scenes that 
marked the paths of those aboard the 
Indlnn Empire, the career of Ansel 
White, who, In the minds of every 
Pacific sailor, is given blame for the 
many fatalities, has been far from one 
of peace and contentment. It was pre- 
sumed for many months that "White 
was one of the three sailors taken 
aboard the Cadzow Forest, which 
wont down off the Oregon coast with 
all hands lost. He was later discover- 
ed, however. He chmg to the sea, 
although he was shunned and evaded 
wherever such action was possible, 1 
The man was compelled to adopt 
tllases In order to hide his identity 
that ho might bo retained aboard 
ship. '

Ansel "White, considered a' hoodoo in 
every forecastle that he has shared, 
is dead. Bart Russell, of the ship 
Eaton Hall, said White, who recently 
passed away at Melbourne, Is consid- 
ered as the hoodoo in live disasters, 
the record of sea tragedies being hold 
accountable to tlie breaking of a mir- 
ror which White took on board the 
ship Indian Empire at Cardiff In 1S08. 

Bound for San Francisco, coal laden, 
207 days out of Cardiff, tho Indian Em- 
pire was forced to put into Callao. 
says a Port Townsend correspondent. 
Meeting a violent gale, the ship was 
shattered and worn 'by the storm until 
It was by more good luck than science 
that she was enabled to make port 
with her masts broken to stumps, and 
under an improvised jury rig. The 
cause of the disaster was instantly 
ascribed to tho accident met with by 
White, and in order to escape further 
communication with a mate whoso 
career promised to bo so disastrous, 
eleven of the seventeen sailors who 
drifted onto the Callao beach in the 
foundering hulk immediately deserted. 
Nino of the crow were lost. 

From the date of the arrival of the 
wrecked Indian Empire at Callao dis- 
aster and misfortune is associated 
With all who were saved. Two of tlie 
deserting crew shipped aboard tho 
three-mast ship City of Hankow, Capt 
Edward King, bound for Port Blake- 
ley, to load lumber for Australia. Five 
days before being picked up at Capo 
Flattery by a towboat smallpox broke 
out in the forecastle. Upon her arrival 
at Port Townsend for quarantine In- 
spection the disease had made such 
ravages nin.o;ig the. crew that there, 
was sqarcely a well man to he found. 
Severn deaths from tlie disease occur- 
red during a detention of six weeks 
required here. The list of deaths In- 
cluded both sailors who had joined tho 
ship, at Callao from the wrecked In 
dlan'Empire. 

Three others of the deserters found 
berths in tho Glenmorag, dipt. Wil- 
liam Parry, Which was at tho Unit 
taking ballast to sail for Portland. T\\( 
Glenmorag was wrecked by being 
driven ashore when in sight of the 
Columbia river liar. A portion of tho 
hull is yet visible to visitors at an 
Oregon coast summer resort, It being 
a conspicuous exhibition of tho toll 
claimed by the treacherous waters of 
that section. One of the companions 
of tho hoodoo Ansel .White went down 
to his death, while the. two who es- 
caped mot with such difficulties in 
cruises immediately following that they 
were glad to leave the sea for good. 

As an accommodation to threo oth 
ers of tho deserting sailors whose 
stories of hard luck In tho Indian Em- 
pire appealed Co' him Capt. Neil Me 
Lellan, master of the British ship Kll- 
brahnon, gave them an easy berth lo 
work passage to Seattle, although his 
crow ■ had "already boon filled. Capt 
McLcllan was lost at sea; last • year, 
wlille in. command of tho ship Di'tiiii- 
eralg, sailing from 'Portland to Man- 
illa. .The Kllbrannon proved the.' 
least hazardous of any of tho vessels 
that appeared In tho list of those -as- 
sociated with'. 'tho,' hoodoo. She did, 
however, go ashore (in 1 Point Wilson, 
while- mailing through tho straits of 
Juan de Fucn. Dftrna'go' was consid- 
erable, but with heavy expense" sal- 
vage was effected and tho vessel was 
rebuilt into a carrier for tlie San Pran- 
ulsco-PUgot Sound trade, operated by 
the Associated Oil ccuhpaiiyy The name 
was changed to the -Marlon -Ghllcott;,. 



FLEET INCREASED 

Japanese Line Adds to Vessels in Ser- 
vice ; from "Japar? to" India 

Seeing tho trade between Tndia and 
Japan Is making remarkable progress 
yearly, tlie Nippon Yusen ICalsha has, 
added three more steamers to tho pros- 
ent six liners on the Bombay service 
making a total of nine vessels, accord- 
ing to advices received yesterday from 
Yokohama. Both Yokohama and Kobe 
are made starting points for tho ser- 
vice, the ports of call comprising Mojl 
Shanghai, Hong Kong. Singapore, Pen- 
ting, Madras, Colombo, etc. The ton 
nago of the nine steamers ranges from 
3,205 to 4,826 tons. Before the lalo 
war, only three steamers were main- 
tained on this route.

Noxious Weeds 

Sir. — I much regret that my letter of 
u short time since has had little or liu 
effect In getting; anything done respect- 
ing tlie destroying of noxious weeds 
growing oii our /streets and vacant lots. 

It Is true that some laree burs were 
cut down on Humboldt street and pos- 
sibly elsewhere, but smaller ones were 
left growing 'alongside which arc now 
nearly ready .to' seed— as an example, 
take tlie vacant lots adjoining Messrs. 
Porter & Sous, on Government street 
and the vacant lots and side of Lang- 
ley street where there are dozens of 
large bur plants nourishing. Surely it 
is not the intention of the authorities 
v hem these matters concern to allow 
these plants to remain undestroyed. 
Even now, If they were cut down and 
left to lie, there Is enough sap leTt hi 
the plants to mature the seed, and they 
should he cut down at the roots and 
burnt. The seed of burs when ripe, 
is spread chiefly by adhering to the 
coat of animals, in "this citv — dogs" as 
the seed heads break and become dis- 
entangled the seed Is spread all over the 
city.

Poultry and Fralt 

Sir. — 1 saw the very line display of 
fruit scut to Winnipeg as well as to 
ltegmii, by the Tourist Association of 
this place. Uut looking at mill in a 
show is ipiltc a different: tiling to look- 
ing at it on the trees. i\o douot tlie 
taoles around wlucn the lirltisn edit- 
ors were so lavishly entertained m 'Vic- 
toria were well loaded with all kinds 
or lrult grown on this Island; but 1 
doubt whether they will mention fruit 
in the despatches to their papers. If 
those same men had been taken for 
a tally-ho drive out to Mr. Palmer's 
fruit ranch about three miles from this 
town, that i saw yesterday, and turned 
loose among the trees that were ac- 
tually breaking down under their loads 
of fruit, and told to hell) themselves, 
tlie resultant write-up that the trult in- 
dustry would iiave got, would have 
been worth thousands of pounds to Vic- 
toria. Fruit was being picked and pack- 
ed lor tlie north eastern market and 
wagon loads were ready for despatch. 
1 have seen fruit gardens an all parts 
of the world, but 1 had never seen so 
much fruit on trees as 1 saw yester- 
Why, Sir, tlie fruit lay In waves 
and shoals on the trees — If 1 may be al- 
lowed to use the expression — and not- 
withstanding the vast quantity of fruit 
on the trees the size of the different 
kinds was very good, showing of course 
beautiful climate., good soli, and above 
all, correct cultivation. 

What a grand combination fruit and 
poultry would make, especially near 
Victoria where there Is always a groat 
demand for new laid eggs and table 
poultry. Poultry Is also u grand ad- 
junct to a fruit farm. Insects of all 
kinds will sooner or later attack the 
trees as well as the fruit, when turning 
up the soil, turn biddy lose and many 
thousands of Insects of all kinds will 
be eaten, thus less food will be requir- 
ed, and the Insects will lielu in tilling 
the egg basket. Of course only the 
best utility breeds should lie. kept. Good 
i layers and table birds In one arc hard 
to combine, hut it can he done, and 
good winter layers and table birds are 
now being produced in the old country. 

The utility poultry club or Bnglnnd — 
the largest poultry club hi the world- 
has done good work in t.da line, espec- 
ially in giving large prizes for winter 
layers. The competition Is held during 
the months of November. December and 
January. 

However, let us go back to our sub- 
ject. Where 1 have seen mixed fruit 
and poultry fanning was In the East 
Indies, where land was old and many 
years In fruit. The chickens wore con- 
fined at night In movable houses, which 
was pushed from tree to tree, anil the 
droppings worked Into the soil with 
good results. While the trees here may, 
not need tills for some years tlie fact 
of the poultry being allowed in tlie 
7-aneh will save a large amount of spray- 
ing. /. 

• Incubators and fostermothers are 
cheap, and some of the best are made in 
Canada. And If f had the means 1 
would not be long In putting my knowl- 
edge Into practice.

A prominent member of the Oregon 
bar laid down arid maintained tho 
proposition that the controlling opin- 
ion among men Is based, not upon tho 
thought of so-called leaders, but upon 
the average thought of tho avcrugc 
mass of men. 

This led Mr. W. S. Ryan to write to 
Mr. Bryan's paper, The Commoner, 
thus: 

"This idoa so strongly appealed to 
investigation to determine its accur- 
acy, that I have thought along several 
lines Indicated by It, and to somewhat 
surprising conclusions True, my de- 
ductions arc particular applications of 
(i proposition not laid down as a prin- 
ciple, and do not prove it, but 1 bog 
leave to submit some evidence sus- 
taining the contention of the learned 

Oregon jurist 

"That the leaders of men are not of- 
ten those who think out the proposi- 
tions that give occasion Tor leadership 
Is not to tho point, though here set 
down for tho express purpose of put- 
ting it aside as having nothing to do 
with the question. 

"But a closely allied idea, having 
much to do with It, is, that those who 
are recognized leaders of thought are 
often not accredited with such In their 
own time, and oven though they be 
established, their full merit Is deferr- 
ed to future generations for apprecia- 
tion, and then its force is spout. Thus 
they seldom benefit their people or 
country by cither the greatness or in- 
dependence of thought, in their own 
ago and, wherefore, other thought is 
necessary to tho accomplishment of 
such benefit. 

"The most notable exception of this 
fact that I have discovered is the late 
William E. Gladstone. It would seem 
that he did all his work and attained 
the full measure of reputed greatness 
of thought iQng before ho died. To 
my mind, Mr. Gladstone possessed the 
greatest fund of knowledge ever at 
tallied by a human being. He was 
not the most learned man of his time 
in any one branch of learning yet hi.' 
quantity of knowledge covered sr 
great an area of human wisdom, and 
to a general extent, was so vast that 
ho seemed to have traversed the on 
tire field of human knowledge, in 
every direction, to its limits. Of 
course, this Is an exaggeration of 
knowledge, but I cannot otherwise 
give a proper idoa of my humble 
judgment of tho extent of his under 
standing as distinct from his specific 
knowledge of particular subjects. 

"And yet, possibly, everything li 
stood for, in one of tho longest and 
most intimate public lives known to 
our civilization, lias so adjusted itself 
to the affairs or men by virtue of the 
opinions of the mass of men, that lie 
Is unidentified as the one who thought 
out a single problem accepted by the 
controlling mass of thought Ho led 
among the thinkers of his day, but 
the average mass of men dismember- 
ed and readjusted his great thoughts 
to suit themselves. Indeed, his great- 
est repute was gained In adapting his 
own thought to the mora! force of the 
mass of thought which he had pro 
voked by sincere and honest npposi 
Hon, but that Is nothing to the pro 
sent purpose. . . . 

"The Tsar of all the Russins pro 
posed the peace of nations, resulting 
in The Hague conference of ISO!), and 
yet his diplomacy, or lack of It, pre- 
cipitated him Into a losing war with a 
nation without then accredited leader- 
ship among men. Further, ho stands, 
in a sense, sponsor Cor the genera! 
proposition of peace among the na- 
tions of the world whilst unable to 
influence his own dominations to even 
a disposition for peace under the con- 
ditions he Is willing to grant or ac- 
cept, lie is the. accredited loader In 
the thought, and yet, what does he 
lead? The proposition lie advances 
meets with the approval of the ma- 
of tho leading thinkers of the 
and yet, never before in all 
history were nations so heav- 
ily armed, both for offensive and de- 
fensive warfare; nor is there the 
slightest evidence of any physical effort 
toward disarmament. 

"We In America are only now be- 
ginning to appreciate tho statcsman- 
bip of Abraham Lincoln, whom E. M. 
Stanton refused to be associated witli 
in an ordinary lawsuit, as humiliating 
his professional dignity. Nor did

lances in consonance with the voice 
that expressed the opinion of the aver- 
age mass; and without a statesman- 
ship to appreciate which on Lincoln's 
part who can say wha would have been 
the result? Indeed, it was Lincoln's 
full appreciation of the average opin- 
ion of tin' average mass of men that 
made him so truly great; and the lack 
of which has made us so tardy in ap- 
preciation of that greatness. His faith 
wan absolute in the ability of the 
people to "wobble right." He thought 
greatly, but adjusted his thought to 
the controlling opinion of those who, 
In the end, must determine. Such 
greatness of thought has seldom been 
noted In man, and by that fact we 
may the better understand how great 
Lincoln was. . . . 

"Hut the strongest evidence I find Is 
this. Within the possible life of a 
man after the crucifixion of the Savi- 
our, the great Plutarch taught phil- 
osophy at Rome., In all his volumin- 
ous writings, and with a very evident 
religious disposition, and as eagerness 
to see, hour, and learn the least details 
of everything possible, added to an 
almost overwhelming research among 
all the writings of the learned and 
learning of all ages and then within 
Ills reach not one word does he write 
that chronicles a single fact of the 
.Saviour's existence, nor of Ills teach- 
ings, nor of those of His followers. 

. . . What was lacking? Was 
it not the thought of the mass of men? 

"When wo contemplate that tho 
leader of this thought was the Savi- 
our, (hid upon earth as a man! and 
that Ills Fishermen of Galilee wore 
leaders of the thought, and yet such 
thought lacking knowledge ami support 
on the pari of the mass of men wns 
without even the knowledge of Hie 
lending thinkers or Groat Rome what 
can we conclude but that the mass 
of thought lacking In the mass of men 
gave no purpose for thought In, or to. 
the ieadlng thinkers of that, day? 
There was no necessity to think of 
Christianity, for It was not In the 
minds of the mass of men ,ancl had 
no place In the thought of their think- 
ers. Rut. when It did conn; Nero nor 
his (Suec&sitors nor their imitators in 



savagery could check the progress of 
the average thought of the average 
mass of men. 

"And so It must be. The real, diffi- 
culty for us now in America is to im- 
press upon the so-called loaders that 
when the average thought of tho av- 
erage mass of men concentrates upon 
the accomplishment of a purpose, It 
becomes then a moral force which no 
man can apprehend or explain, and 
which no power on earth can restrain, 
much less withstand. 

"It wore wisdom to obey the behest 
of the average mass of thought or the 
Average mass or men — or that thought 
might materialize most terribly — 
Public Opinion.

Not in Position to Start Rebuilding of 
Navy. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 8. — Minister of 
Finance Kokovsoff denies that the 
Russian government lias any foreign 
Iran in contemplation, and says he 
does not Intend to carry out any cre- 
dit operations before the expiration of 
the two-year period stipulated In con- 
tracting the last loan at Paris In April, 
1U00.
